packages into a market basket which is easy to carry and al- 
ways ready. The use of the market basket will also reduce the 
delivery orders and thus accomplish a very material saving. 
By all means, therefore, use the market basket when you 
go out to purchase supplies for your household.

The statemennt followed the reading 


of scores of telegrams from labor lead- 
ers in all parts of the country denounc- 
ing pacifists and pledging support to 
the movement undertaken by the alli- 
ance to solidify labor in the succesbiul 
prosecution of the war. 
"Riga was captured by United States 
Senators 
La Follotto, 
Gronna

Stone," Mr. Russell asserted. 
"When 
the kaiser gives out ihe declaration ot 
victory he should give full credit to 
those three men. They and the peo- 
ple's council and men like th.e mayor ul 
Chicago are doing more to prolong tho 
war and to slaughter American sol- 
diers tnati all the soldiers of the kaiser. 
"It .-is of the utmost possible impor- 
tance that the Russian line shrould hola. 
It can be held only by the energy anu 
the interest,of the Russian people. Ihe 
Russian array does not light because 
it is the will of the czar but because 
It is the will of the Russian people. The 
interest o£ the Russian people in this 
war has been steadily undermined by 
certain senators and representatives in 
the United States congress. 
"Every disloyal resolution passed py 
a combination of German agents wlio 
call themselves a 
peoples council ci 
America; every time the mayor of Chi; 
cago turns that city over to a dlsiojai 
meeting it is interpreted to the Rus- 
sian people as meaning that the United 
States does not want to fight 
"It weakens the faith of the Russian 
people and encourages the feeling in 
Russia that tho United States is get- 
ting out of the war and the thing for 
Russia to do is to beat us to a separa.e 
peace. 
"These are the reasons why 1 say 
that Riga was captured by La Follette, 
Gronna and Stone, the people's coun- | 
oil and the major of Chicago.

to or not it was necessary for us to 
husband- our resources. 
Seventy-five 


billion dollars have been piled upon 
the war debt of tho world and it seemed 
to me inevitable that every source of 
national credit might be needed if we 
went into this colossal struggle. The 
expenditure of the first year of 15 bil- 
lions of dollars or four times the cost 
of fighting the Civil war showed us 
the drain war would have upon our re- 
sources. When this became apparent T 
felt it my duty to veto money-bills and 
conserve the credit o£ the *coramon- 
wealtli. 


"I vetoed money bills Borne of which 
I recommended before we became in- 
volved in the war and which would 
strongly appeal to me in times of peace 
Among these bills in which I had an 
interest but which I was obliged to 
veto was one to provide for tho im- 
provement of the Merrlmack river. This 
bill would have been on an entirely 
different footing during- peace times, 
but I felt that we should devote our 
entire energies to tho preservation'' of 
the country during the period in which 
wo found ourselves. I have always had 
on Interest, in tho Merrirnack river, in 
the headwaters of which I used to 
3\vim as a young mnn, but I knew that 
:he patriotic people along its shores 
wanted country first, and after waiting 
centuries patiently they would be con- 
tent to wait another year. I believe 
much more can be made of the Mer- 
rimack river than is now made and 
.hat those living along- its shores shall 
lave all tho benefit that its proper do- 
vclonmont could bring. 
I feel sure 
.hat when the war has been ended that 
tho patient effort of the people inter- 
ested in improving the river will bear 
fruit and that we then will have -a 
deeper Merrimack river over which •will 
)0 carrier! the .things of use to the 
people living upon its banks, not merp- 
y in Massachusetts but in its upper 
reaches in New Hampshire. If I made 
any mistake in the matter I should 
rather my mistake be made in the In- 
terest of marshaling all o£ the re- 
sources of the country even If It re- 
quired the postponement, possibly only 
Cor a short time, of projects of such 
nerit which have

hrough long years of peace and wait- 
ed in vain."

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'A review of (he 
sugar 
situation 


Bhows that It is not actually a lacl 
of sugar that emphasizes the need for 
let conservation in the .United States 
so much as inabilty to get the suga 
to the places where it is needed. Th 
world's shortage is comparatively Binal 
and confined 
to 
Europe. 
With the 
stocks on hand in this country am 
Cuba and those now coming from IZa 
waii it would appear that with prope 
•management, and with speculation and 
' hoarding eliminated, there need be no 
scarcity, even in the immediate future 
while awaiting; the new crop. 


• The world's supply of sugar for the 


present year is estimated at IS,65!).792 
tons as against an average production 
of 15,712,997 tons for a pre-war period 
of five years. 
While our stocks of raw sugar are 


at present being'rapidly depleted by 
the assistance we are giving the al- 
lied nations, that is but the usual con- 
dition for this time of year. 
There 


has been an increased domestic demand 
which would seemingly indicate the 
storing of domestic supplies by house- 
holdcis, possibly 
through fear of a 
scarcity at this season. 
In 1916 the 
amount taken for consumption in ihe 
United States from Jan. 1 to June 30 
was 2,381,261 tons, while in the same 
period of 1917 the amount so absorbed 
was 2,650,627 tons, an increase of 256,- 
266 tons, or 10.7 per cent, over 1916. If 
this increase is due to advanced buying 
it will afford a degree, ol relief to pre- 
sent demands. • 


The Cuban crop of 1916-17 has just 


closed. It was up to normal. 'It is es- 
timated that Cuba can yet furnish from 
this crop 687,840 tons. 


The Hawaiian crop, which closed in 


July, gave 633,000 tons of sugar. This 
has been unusually slow in reaching 
the United'States because of scarcity 
of shipping. 
About .200,000 tons still 


remain on the island. 
The Philippines have on hand about 


70,000 tons'anfl Java more than 600,000 
tons. This supply also becomes a prob- 
lem of shipping. 


These four sources of. supply, with 


the domestic stocks on hand, constitute 
the present sugar resources of the Uni- 
ted States. 
The harvest of sugar beets in Cali- 


fornia is now on hand and the nrnt 
sugar from there should begin arriv- 
ing'in the market immediately. Most 
of the domestic beet crop comes later, 
largely In October. The crop planted 
for beet sugar this year is much the 
largest in our history and is reported in 
good condition. 
The total production 


forecasted at 1,000,000 tons as against 
a five-year pre-war average production 
of 724,346 tons. 
• The domestic cane sugar crop be- 
gins to come in in October. Estimates 
are for about the same crop as last 
year, or around 300,000 tons as againr-t 
a pre-war live-year average of 241,537 
tons. 
The beet sugar producers of 
the 
country have entered into an agree- 
ment with the food administration that 
they will sell beet sugar on a cane 
basis of $7.25 per hundred pounds at 
seaboard points. Under this agreement 
.after Oct. 1 the price to the -wholesale 
trade at interior points will be $7.25 
per hundred pound sack, plus freight 
charges from New York. New Orleans. 
San 
Francisco, 
or 
other 
seaboard 


points. 
s 
The wholesale grocers who purchased 
sugar in large quantities with the ex- 
pectation of receiving materially in- 
creased prices are thus given, to Oct. 1 
to dispose of their holdings. 
The lack of adequate shipping .facil- 
ities to reach the sources of sugar 
supply, and the imperative demand to 
supply the needs'of our allies, consti- 
tute the sugar problem of the United 
States, and creates the necessity for 
sugar conservation recommended by 
the food administration. 
The conservation asked of the Amer- 
ican people does not necessarily de- 
mand great sacrifices. 
It only needs 
the elimination of waste nnd the care- 
ful use of sugar to enable America to 
make lip the difference required by the 
' needs of the allies. The per capita su- 
gar consumption in the United Slates 
is S9.14 pounds per 
year, 
while in 
France it is but 43.86 pounds, and in 
Italy but H.68 pounds. .England, which 
alone surpassed the United' States in 
per capita consumption of sugar, is 
now upon a conservation basis, where- 
by their per capita consumption is to 
be reduced from 93.37 pounds to 
2fi 
pounds per year. No such denial is re- 
quired of Ihe American people.

cen given no such power. 
As long as there is a heavy demand 
or meat with a decreased production, 
Ir. Hoover said, meat prices will con- 
inue to soar. 
The hope of the food 
dministration is that it can stabilize 
notations and thus eliminate specu- 
ation. 
"I cannot believe there is a. panacea 
or a food situation of this kind," said 
Tr.

Southwest Blrginla or the contiguous 
region has been chosen as the best 
place tc. locate the plants, but until a 
site is definitely selected there will bo 
no announcement As announced sever- 
al weeks ago, the idea of building a 
great water power nitrogen fixation 
plant, which congress hart in mind when 
appropi latins 520.000,000 for nitrogen 
supply, has been abandoned temporarily 
becf.usc of the time that would bo 
required to get such an establishment 
In operation. The plants now proposer! 
would employ the synthetic ammonia 
and oxidation of ammonia processors, 
acquisition of the synthetic ammonia 
process 
from 
the general chemical 
company beine recommended by the 
committee. The report proposes, con- 
tingent upon a satisfactory arrange- 
ment with the company, the erection 
of a synthetic ammonia plant at an 
estimated cost of $3,000,000, with a ca- 
pacity of CO,000 pounds of ammonia a 
day, and the erection of an oxidization 
'process plant at an estimated cost of 
5(100,000, with a capacity equivalent to 
24,000 pounds of 1 per cent, nitric acid 
a day. 
Acknowledging an offer o£ the Nitro- 
gen Products Co. of the use. unoer 
certain conditions, of the 
so-called 
Bucher process 
for the production of 
sodium cyanide and ammonia, the com- 
mittee recommends that

Charles Edward Russell, member of the 
American Mussian to Russia and a dele- 
gate to the loyalty conference of the 
American Alliance for Labor and Dem- 
ocracy, in a formal statement to tno 
convention yesterday declared the in- 
terest of the Russian peopla in the war 
had been undermined by the activities 
of certain members of congress and 
pro-German and pacifist organizations.

.The statemonnt followed the reading 


of scores of telegrams from labor lead- 
ers in all parts of the country denouriu- 
Ing pacifists and pledging support to 
the movement undertaken by the alli- 
ance to solidify labor in the succes&Cui 
prosecution of the war. 
"Risa was captured by United States

La Follette.

Stone," Mr. Russell asserted. 
"When 
the kaiser gives out the declaration 01 
victory he should give full credit to 
those three men. 
They and the peo- 
ple's council and men like the mayor ul 
Chicago are doing more to prolong tne 
war and to slaughter American sol- 
diers tnan all the soldiers of the kaiser. 
"It is of the utmost possible impor- 
tance that the Russian line shrould hold. 
It can be held only by the energy ana 
the interest ,of tho Russian people. The 
Russian army does not light because 
It is the will of the czar but because 
it is the will of the Russian people. The 
interest of the Russian people in this 
war has been steadily undermined by 
certain senators and representatives in 
the United States congress. 
"Every disloyal resolution passea pj 
a combination of German agents who 
call themselves a 
peoples council ul 
America; every time the mayor of Chi- 
cago turns that city over toa dislojal 
meeting it is interpreted to the Rus- 
sian people as meaning that the Uniteu 
States does not want to flght 
' "It weakens the faith of the Russian 
people and encourages the feeling in 
Russia that the United States is get- 
tinr out of the war and the thing for 
Russia to do is to beat us to a separate

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'A review of tho 
sugar 
situation 


shows that it is-hot actually a lack 
of sugar that emphasizes the need top. 
its conservation in the United States 
BO much as inabilty to set the sugar 
to the places where it is needed. The 
world's shortage is comparatively small 
and confined 
to 
Europe. 
With tho 
stocks on hand in this country and. 
Cuba and those now coraine from Ha- 
waii it would appear that with proper 
management, and with speculation and 
hoarding eliminated, there need be no 
scarcity; even in the immediate future 
while awaiting- tho now crop. 
Tile world's supply of sugar fur the 


present year is estimated at 18,659,793 
tons as against an average production 
of 38.712,997 tons for a pre-war period 
of five years. 
While our stocks of raw sugar .are 


at present being rapidly depleted by 
the assistance we are giving the al- 
lied nations, that is but tho usual-con- 
dition for this time of year. 
There 


has been an increased domestic demand 
which would seemingly indicate the 
storing of domestic supplies by house- 
holders, possibly 
through 
fear of a 
seal city at this season. 
In 191o the 
amount taken for consumption in the 
United States from Jan. 1 to June 30 
was 2,394,261 tons, while in the same 
period of 1917 the amount so absorbed, 
was 2,650,527 tons, an increase of 256,7 
266 tons, or 10.7 per cent, over 1910. If 
this increase is due to advanced buying 
It will afford a. degree of relief to pre- 
sent demands. 
The Cuban crop of 1916-17 has just 


closed. It was up to normal. It is es- 
timated that Cuba can yet furnish from 
this crop 687,840 tons. 
The Hawaiian crop, which closed in 


July, gave' 633,000 tons of sugar. This 
has been unusually slow in reaching 
the Uniied States, because of scarcity 
of shipping. About '200,000 tons still 
remain on the island. 
• 
The Philippines have on hand about 


70,000 tons and Java more than 600,000 
tons. This supply also becomes a, prob- 
lem of shipping. 
- 
These four sources of supply, with 


the domestic stocks on hand, constitute 
the present sugar resources of the Uni- 
ted States. 
• 
The harvest of BUgar beets in Cali- 


fornia is now on hand and the rtrr.t 
sugar from there should begin arriv- 
ing in the market immediately. Most 
of the domestic beet crop comes later, 
largely in October. The crop planted 
for beet sugar this year is much the 
largest in our history and is renorteu in 
rood condition. The total production 
forecasted at 1,000.000 tons as against 
a five-year pre-war average production 
of 754,346 tons. 
The domestic cane sugar crop Be- 
gins to come In in October. 
Estimates 
are fur about the same crop as last 
year or around 300,000 tons as against 
a pre-war five-year average of 241,831 


The beet BUgar producers . of 
the 
country have entered into an agree- 
ment with the food administration tnat 
thev will sell beet sugar on a, cane 
bas'is of $7.25 per hundred pound!! at 
seaboard points. Under this agreement 
after Oct. 1 the price to the wholesale 
trade at interior points will be Si.Zo 
per hundred pound sack, plus freight 
charges from New York.

''°Tlie'wholesale grocers who purchased 
sugar in large quantities with the ex- 
pectation of receiving materially In- 
creased- prices are thus given' to Oct. 1 
to dispose of their holdings. 
The lack of adequate shipping facil- 
ities to reach the sources of sugar 
supply, and the Imperative demand to 
supply the needs of our allies, consti- 
tute the sugar problem of the "Ur.ited 
States, and creates the necessity for 
sugar conservation recommended by 
the food administration. 
The conservation asked of the Amer- 
ican people does not necessarily de- 
mand great sacrifices. 
It only needs 
the elimination of waste and the ,-are- 
fill use. of sugar to enable* America to 
make up the difference required by the 
needs of the allies. The per capita su- 
gar consumption in the United Slates 
is SB.14 pounds per 
year, 
while in 
France it is but 43.So pounds, and In 
Italy hut 11.68 pounds. England, which 
alone surpassed the United States in 
per capita, consumption of sugar, is 
now upon a. conservation basis, wlv.jro- 
bv their per capita consumption is to 
be reduced from 93.37 pounds to 2S 
pounds per year. No such denial is re- 
quired of the American people.
